As I cabled yester- 
day, I recommend that this receive our earnest consideration. 
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One other subject that has concerned us is not only 
the lack of counterintelligence information reaching the appropriate 
people, but an almost indifference to this subject. We also plan 
to look much more fully at the SSO system upon our return as this 
seems to cut across many party lines, without any appreciable 
benefit . 
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Inasmuch as I have mentioned quite frankly some of the 
problems facing the Study Group, I would appreciate it if the 
contents of this letter be restricted to yourself and General 
Cabell.
